The  pur- 
chasers    are     the     British    American 
Bond  Corporation,  Ltd.,  and  the  Royal 
Financial  Corporation.  Ltd.     The  for- 
mer    house     was    represented  In  the 
transaction   by   Messrs.  J.   H.  Tailing 
and  R.  L.  Shlmmtn,  while  the  Royal 
Financial  Corporation  was  represent- 
ed by  Us  managing  director,  Mr.   E. 
B.   McDermld.     The  new  firm   of  It. 
P.  Clark  &  Co.,  Ltd..  figured   In  the 
negotiations  and     participated  in  the 
purchase,  being  represented  by  Brig.-

by  the  C.  P.  R.  trains  from  the  upper 
reaches  of  the  river.  The  waters  of 
the  Fraser  in  the  upper  canyons  are 
reported  more  tumultous  than  usual. 
It  la  stated,  however,  that  the  North 
Thompson   is  going  down. 

Reports  from  Lartgley  Fort  state 
that  the  flood  is  over  the  dyke  from 
Jardine  to  the  fort,  and  Glen  Valley 
people  state  that  much  of  the  -pas- 
ture land  there   Is  under  water. 

At  Nlcomen  Island  some  300  acres 
of  land  are  flooded,  but  the  main 
dyke  is  *till  holding  out. 

Reports  from  the  south  side  of  the 
Fraser  River  at  Huntingdon  and 
Sumss  prairie  state  that  although  all 
lower  lands  are  still  flooded  and  the 
water  is  gaining  In  area  owing  to  the

SPA,  July  8. — The  joint  Allied-German  conference  on  the  terms 
of  the  Peace  Treaty  reached  another  critical  point  today.  The  Ger- 
mans have  until  noon  tomorrow  to  say  whether  they  will  accept  the 
rranco-BrltlSll  plan  of  disarmament.  The- alternative  «  eeniained-nv 
the  specific  threat  that  the  Allies  will  occupy  the  Ruhr  or  other  terri- 
tory if  Germany  cannot  or  does  not  accept. 

The  German  cabinet,  of  which  seven  of  the  nine  members  are 
here,  held  a  meeting  which  continued  three  hours.  No  decision  was 
reached,  and  the  council  adjourned  until  tomorrow. 

The  prevailing  view  among  the  Germans  was  that  the  Allies  had 
carried  their  demands,  particularly  the  menace  of  occupying  further 
German  territory,  much  beyond  any  provision  of  the  Versailles 
Treaty,  and  also  that  the  Allies  are  taking  up  an  aggressive  position 
not  contemplated  by  any  clause  of  the  treaty. 

Premier  Lloyd  George  said  that  after  the  three  days  of  discus- 
sion on  the  question,  it  must  be  closed  immediately.  The  treaty  had 
not  been  executed,  he  asserted,  and  instead  of  loo.ooo  rifles,  there 
were  3,000,000  in  Germany,  and  six  times  as  many  machine  guns 
as  the  treaty  allowed.  The  Allies  had  not  insisted  on  strict  execution 
of  this  clause  of  the  treaty,  Mr.  Lloyd  George  continued,  because  they 
recognized  the  difficulty  Germany  was  encountering. 

The  discovery  of  hidden  airplanes  and  aircraft  material,  how- 
ever,  had  caused  suspicion. 

Dr.  Walter  Simons,  German  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  replied 
that  the  proposal  was  really  a  modification  of  the  one-sided  treaty. 
it  did  not  represent  tn  agreement  arrived  at  as  the  result  of  a  "round* 
t^e-table"  discussion,  he  said. 

-      WW  Make  Effort* 

Dr.  Simons  declared  the  Germans 
would  make  every  effort  to  carry  out 
the  conditions,  recognising  that  if 
they  did  not  succeed  Germany  would 
have  to  bear  the  consequences,  which 
would  be  serious  not  only  for  Ger- 
many but  for  the  Allies  also. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  asked  to  have 
noted  In  the  minutes  formal  accept- 
ance   by   Germany   of   the    conditions

given  by  the  Allies.  Dr.  Simons  asked 
for  a  postponement  until  noon  tomor- 
row, which  was  granted. 

The  Germans  must  then  reply  "yea" 
or  "no." 

The  Allied  disarmament  -note  was 
communicated  to  Berlin  early  in  the 
day  at  Chancellor  Fehrenbach's  re- 
quest, with  the  direction  that  it  be 
submitted  to  the  Reichstag  and  to 
the  leaders  of  all  the  parties',  whether 
supporters  of  the  Government  or  tho 
opposition.  Herr  Fehrcnbach  asked 
for  the  view  of  the  Reichstag  and  the 
party  leaders*  but  said  that  the  deci- 
sion would  rest  with  the  cabinet  now 
at  Spa. 

Private  negotiations  are  reported 
going  on  tonight  between  Premiers 
Lloyd  Ceorge  and  Mlllerand.  on  the 
one  hand,  and  Dr.  Simons,  of  the 
Germans,  but  this  could  not  be  clear  - 
1  ly  established.

The  final  decision  of  the  Allies,  sots 
forth  that  Germany  must: 

First — Immediately  disarm  certain 
of  its  forces,  including  the  security 
police. 

Second — Publish      a      proclamation 
i  asking   for   the   immediate   surrender 
of  all  weapons    and    firearms    in    the 
hands  of  the  civilian  population. 

Third — Abolish  Immediately  com- 
pulsory service. 

Fourth — Surrender  to  the  Allies  ull 
arms,  guns  and  cannon  above  the 
limit  fixed  by  the  Treaty  of  Versailles. 
'  The  Allied  decision  concerning  dis- 
armament reads: 

"If,  on  October  1,  the  German  army 
is  not  reduced  to  150,000  the  Allies 
will  proceed  to  occupy  German  ter- 
ritory in  the  Ruhr  or  other  part  of 
Germany,  and  will  not  evacuate  It 
until  all  the  conditions  of  the  present 
agreement  have  been  fulfilled," 
German  Ministers  Confer 
Chancellor  Fehrenbach,  Dr.  Simons, 
Foreign  Minister,  and  Herr  Gessler. 
Minister  of  Defence,  left  tho  confer- 
ence in  an  agitated  Htate.  The  Chan- 
cellor Immediately  called  a  meeting 
of  the  German  cabinet,  the  members 
of  which  have  been  arriving  at  Spa 
one  by  one.  only  two  remaining  in 
Berlin — Herr  Koch,  Interior,  and 
Herr  Raumer,  Treasury.

LONDON.  July  *.— A  report  presented 
to  the  Zionist  conference  today  by  J.  A 
Xaldltch.  of  the  national  executive 
committee,  suggesting  that  all  Jews  be 
taxed  10  per  cent  df  their  annual  In- 
comes for  the  foundation  fund  for  pub- 
lic works  in  Palestine  resulted  in  ani- 
mated discussions.  Some  of  the  dele- 
gates violently  opposed  the  measure, 
but  the  general  opinion  apeared  favor- 
able. Mr.  Naldltch  proposed  that  the 
'money  be  collected  In  proportion  to 
capital  in  the  case  of  propertied 
classes,  and  in  proportion  to  annual 
income  In  the  case  of  others.  The  col- 
lections will  begin  throughout  the 
world  simultaneously  on  an  appointed 
day. 

The  money  collected  wUl  be  applied 
to  lastltutlona/  shelters,  immigrant 
dwellings,  medical  help  and  the  relief 
and  maintenance  of  existing  schools, 
and  tho  building  of  new  schools.  In- 
cluding agricultural.  Industrial  research 
and  experimental  stations.  It  was 
urged  that  the  entire  organisation  of 
the  Zlesrtsts  for  collecting  money  ha 
devoted  solely  to  these  collections,  ex- 
cept the  Jewish  national  fund.  si»d  that 
apecial  tithe  committees  ha  appoint** 
Immediately  with  wide  authority  for 
making    collections. 

The  conference  appointed  a  policy 
committee,  consisting  of  twenty-one 
members,  to  frame  a  eollUeat  pro* 
gramma  for  observance  la  PeUstlee,  la 
accordance  with  a  »Hg*e<Mlosi  of  l>r. 
WoUmaa,     member     of  Jfi*   relestine 
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committee  sppointed  by  King  George, 
who  urged  the  necessity  of  a  common 
method  of  procedure  by  all  races  there 
to  avoid  conflicts  of  faiths  snd  peoples. 
The  commltee  Is  expected  to  report  next 
Monday.  Tho  colonisation,  education 
and  financial  committees,  also  ap- 
pointed today,  will  report  at  the  saras 
time. 

The  educational  committee  report- 
ed that  preparations  were  progress- 
ing for  the  establishment  of  a  Jewish 
university  in  Jerusalem.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  a  building  to  house  the 
research  institutes  for  physics,  chem- 
istry, micro-biology  and  the  Hebrew 
language,  whleh  will  bo  the  first  ef- 
forts of  the  educational  committee, 
probably  will  be  opened  In  1*22.

Russian  bureau  here,  announced  that 
he  received  authorization  from  Ot- 
tawa (or  the  establishment  of  a  Rus- 
sian Soviet  commission  office  In  the 
Dominion.  The  Soviet  agent  formally 
applied  for  permission  to  open  a  Can- 
adian office  about  two  weeks  ago  and 
has  been  in  correspondence  with  the 
department  of  trade  and  commerce  In 
regard  to  this  move  since  then.

tive'' of  Soviet  Russia  (or  purchases  to 
be  made  In  Canada.' 

The  establishment  of  trade  rela- 
tions between  Canada  and  soviet  Rus- .  - 
sla  would  not  render  the  Dominion 
open  to  propaganda  work  by  soviet 
agents,  Martens  declared  to  The  Can- 
adian- Press  in  the  course  of  an  In- 
terview In  which  he  reviewed  his  ef- 
forts to  purchase  goods  from  Cana- 
dian manufacturers. 

Martens  denied  that  agents  of  the 
Russian  Soviets  had  carried  on  pro- 
paganda in  Canada  in  the  past,  and 
said  they  had  no  Intention  or  desire 
of  doing  so  in  the  future.

being  admitted  to  rank  aa  valid 
claim*.  The  aot  confers  larger  pow- 
ers than  are  given  to  ma  under  the 
Winding  Up  Act."  said  Mr.  Owpune. 


sanguine  regarding  his  prospects  for 
securing  in  Canada  a  lot  of  the  ma- 
terial which  Is  so  badly  needed  by 
the  sovlets.

Asked  whether  any  of  the  Canadian 
manufacturers  who  had  discussed 
trade  possibilities  with  the  soviet 
agents  while  they  were  in  Canada 
had  made  stipulation  regarding  the 
honoring  of  obligations  of  the  pre- 
vious Russian  Government.  Martens 
said  that  that  question  had  not  en- 
tered into  the  discussions. 

May  Accept  Liability 
"That  Is  a  political  question."  he 
said,  "and  something  that  will  have 
te  be  decided  later  on.  When  the 
soviet  government  has  peace  It  w|ll 
doubtless  be  willing  to  .discuss  the 
question  of  those  bonds.  While  it 
may  not  admit  that*  it  is  under  obli- 
gation to  do  so,  the  soviet  govern- 
ment may  accept  this  liability  as  a 
matter  of  expediency.  However  that 
is  a  matter  about  which  I  cannot 
speak  with  authority,  and,  as  I  say,  it 
has  not  entered  into  our  discussions 
with  Canadian  firms.  So  far  as  our 
negotiations  in  Canada  go  It  Is  a 
straight  matter  of  business,  we  want 
certain  goods  and  are  willing  to  pay 
for  them— that  Is  all  there  is  to  It." 
"How  do  you  propose  to  make  pay- 
ment?" he  was  asked. 

"In  gold.  The  gold  is  ready  to  be 
shipped  out  of  Russia  to  establish 
credits.  If  the  Canadian  firms  desire 
It  this  gold  will  be  deposited  in  Can- 
adlan  banks— sufficient  gold  to  estab- 
lish credit  covering  the  total  amount 
on  the  contracts." 

The  question  of  the  rightful  owner- 
ship of  this  gold  was  one  which  Mar- 
tens refused  to  discuss. 

Asked  whether  trading  with  the 
Russian  soviet  government  would  be 
considered  by  him  as 'recognition  by 
Canada  of  that  government,  he  re- 
plied: 

"Certainly  the  carrying  on  of  trade 
would  imply  recognition  of  the  soviet 
government." 

Later  one  of  his  assistants  qualified 
Martens'  statement  by  declaring  the

—  Bolshevikl 
troops. have  crossed  the  Bereslna  In 
strong  force  near  Navoslalkl,  south- 
east  of  Borlsov.  .  about  to  miles 
northeast  of  Minsk,  it  was  announced 
In  today'a  Polish  official  communique-. 
LONDON,  July  8. — Russian  Bol- 
shevikl forces  have  smashed  their 
way  forward  on  the  southern  flank 
of  the  Polish  front,  and  soviet  mili- 
tary authorities  claim  success  near 
Staro-Konstantinov,  toward  which 
town  they  are  driving  the  Poles,  ac- 
cording to  a  Bolshevikl  official  state- 
ment received  here  by  wireless. 

Soviet  forces  have  reached  L-ltit- 
chev,  24  miles  east  of  Proskirov,  and 
have    occupied   Mohilev-Dolsk. 

Heavy  fighting  is  going  on  between 
the  Bolshevikl  and  General  Wran- 
gel's  forces  on  the  southern  front, 
the  statement  says. 

Northwest  of  Rovno  a  train  to 
which  waa  attached  the  private  car 
of  General  Wiart,  chief  of  the  Brit- 
ish military  etatlon,  was  shelled  by 
Budenny's  artillery.  Five  Polish  ref- 
ugees on  the  train  were  killed  and 
the  British  general's  oar  was  dam- 
aged, but  none  of  his  party  waa  In- 
jured. 

Squadrons  of  the  Polish  second 
army,  including  the  Kosciuszko  aerial 
squadron,  commanded  by  Americans, 
are  taking  a  prominent  part  In  fight- 
ing Budenny's  cavalry  from  the  air 
on  the  Ukraine  front,  where  the 
poles  withdrew  in  the  face  of  re- 
peated raids  by  cavalry. 

The  American  fliers  repeatedly  at- 
tacked the  horsemen  in  the  effort  to 
stem  the  westward  swsep  of  the 
Bolshevikl. 

PARIS,  July  8.— Reports  of  the 
capture  of  Rovno,  one  of  the  three 
famous  fortresses  in  Western  Russia, 
by  the  Bolshevikl,  are  confirmed  by 
a  Polish  statement  Issued  yesterday 
and  received  here  today. 

WARSAW,  July  8.— The  Bolshe- 
vikl. In  their  advance  in  Volhynla, 
have  reached  the  Klewan  railroad 
Junction,  northwest  of  Rovno.  The 
Poles  are  withdrawing  before  the 
northwesterly  drive  of  General  Bu- 
denny's cavalry.  In  some  places 
reaching  the  old  RUsso-Germun 
fighting  line.  The  banks  of  rivers 
along  this  line  are  eobwebbed  with 
barbed '  wire,  and  the  hillsides  are 
zigzagged  with  trenches,  while  vari- 
ous elevations  are 'dotted  with  Ger- 
man-built  steel,  and  concrete  pill- 
boxes. It  Is  expected  that  the  Poles 
will  make  a  stand  along  this  line. 

WARSAW,  July^  •. — Volunteers  for 
immediate  service  against  the  ad- 
vancing Russian  Bolshevikl  forces 
are  called  for  by  the  Polish  national 
council  of  defence.  Men  unfit  for 
active  service  are  urged  to  register 
In  order  to  release  office  men  for 
duty  at  the  front 

President  Pilsudski.  in  the  appeal, 
declares  the  Struggle  la  a  fight 
against  Bolshevism  rather  than 
against   Russia. 

Another  proclamation,  addressed  to 
the  soldiers,  says  the  decisive  mo- 
ment has  arrived.  It  assures  the  sol- 
diers that  In  ease  they  are  wounded 
their  income  will  be  continued  by  the 
government,  and  that  pro  vis!  or-  will 
be  made  by  the  government  for  the 
families  of  those  killed  in  battle. 

WARSAW,  July  T. — Owing  to  the 
critical  condition  of  the  country, 
volunteers  for  active  service  in  the 
army  are  offering  themselves  from 
every  side.  '  They  Include  school  and 
university  teachers,  students,  boy 
scouts,  civil  servants  and  ministerial 
employees,  whose  occupations  excuse 
them  from  military  service. 

The  students  are  enlisting  In  such 
numbers  that  the  Warsaw  univer- 
sities have  been  closed. 

Hundreds  of  girls  and  women  are 
Joining  ths  army.  Yesterday  uni- 
formed women  soldiers,  with  women 
officers,  paraded  the  streets  singing, 
and  detachments  of  female  recruits, 
under  the  guidance  of  women  offi- 
cers, were  seen  marching  to  the  bar- 
racks. . 

Many  of  the  recruit*  were  strong 
girls  In  short  skirts  anl  shirtwaists, 
with  braided  hair  hanging  down 
their  backa  Ths  sight  of  female  re- 
cruits aroused  enthusiasm  every- 
where. Mixed  with  the  girl  recrulte 
ware  women  of  from  tfi  to  8*.  with 
sua  parasols,  purses  and  market 
packagea  In  arms  which  will  soon 
carry  rifles. 

The  women's  battalions  will  be 
used  chiefly  fee  guard  duty  on  gar* 
r'sons  and  fo-d  depots,  and  as  train 
escorts,  thus  relieving  men  for    the 

front  foe*.

Arrests  American  Engineer 
Whom  It  Employed  to  Re- 
port on  Russian  Industries— 
His  Ultimate  Fate  Unknown 


LONDON',  July  8.— Royal  C.  Keely. 
an  American  engineer,  recently  ar- 
rested by  Bolshevik  authorities  as  he 
was  about  to  leave  Russia,  where  he 
had  executed  an  industrial  commis- 
sion for  the  Soviet  Government,  in- 
curred the  displeasure  of  the  Soviets 
because  he  "told  the  truth,  plain  and 
unvarnished,"  Nicholas  Isnard,  chair- 
man of  the  All-Russian  Central  Coun- 
cil of  Trade  and  Industry, .  said  Upon 
his  arrival  here.  Isnard  fled  from 
Russia  where,  he  declared,  "the  mis- 
ery and  dislocation  of  life  Is  com- 
plete." 

The  fate  of  the  American  has  not 
been  learned.  According  to  Isnard, 
Keely  went  to  Russia  in  September. 
1019.  at  the  invitation  of  the  Bolshe- 
vik Government,  and  as  an  expert  on 
technical  and  industrial  organization 
was  asked  to  make  a  complete  report 
to  the  Soviet  Government  "on  ways 
and  means  to  save  the.  Russian  .in- 
dustrial situation." 

"On  his  arrival  in  Russia,  Keely 
was  received  with  great  honors  and 
exceptional  facilities  were  afforded 
him  to  travel  all  over  the  country," 
Isnard  said.  "He  visited  the  industrial 
concerns  of  Petrograd  and  Moscow, 
traveled  to  the  groat  textile  centre 
of  Ivanovo-Voshcsensk,  and  to  the 
coal  mines  of  the,  Donetz,  and,  com- 
pleted his  trip  by  a  tour  in  the  Urals. 

"Upon  his  return  to  Moscow  in 
January,  -1920,  Keely  was  lodged  in 
the  commissariat  of  foreign  affairs. 
In  the  famous  palace  where  other 
distinguished  visitors  later  found  a 
sumptuous  welcome,  and  the  Kremlin 
intimated  its  great  desire  for  his,  re- 
port. Here  the  American  committed 
his  first  and  greatest  mistake.  In  his 
report  he  told  the  Soviets'  the  truth, 
plain  and  unvarnished.  The  gist  of 
his  report  cun  be  resumed  as  follows: 

"The  industrial  concerns  of  Petro- 
grad and  Moscow  are  ruined-  com- 
pletely, and  it  Will  need  year*  to  get 
them  into  some  sort  of  working  order. 
The  machines  and  tools  arc  In  a  dis- 
orderly condition,  rapidly  deteriorat- 
ing, and  many  vital  parts  are  lack- 
ing, All  skilled  labor  seems  to  have 
disappeared  completely.  The  Donets 
coul  mines  are  In  a  very  bad  position 
also,  and  will  need  two  on  three  years 
to  put  them  straight.  The  work  in 
the  Urals  is  in  a  better  condition 
and  could  be  tuned  up  quickly.  But 
nothing  useful  can  be  achieved  until 
all  decrees  aguinst  property  and  per- 
sonal security  are  annulled." 

Isnard  declared  Keely,  in  an  ex- 
planatory note,  gave  "extraordinary 
examples  of  Bolshevik  administrative 
incompetence,"  one  of  which  was  that 
boilers  of  the  electrical  station  in 
Petrograd  were  kept  going  for  some 
time  by  stoking  them  with  all  the 
great  stores  of  mahogany  accumu- 
lated in  the  car-building  shops  there. 

After  this  report  Keely's  position 
changed  completely.  Isnard  con- 
tinued, end  although  he  prevailed 
upon  the  foreign  commissariat  to 
give  him  a  permit  to  leave  the  coun- 
try, he  was  arrested  at  the  frontier, 
and  since  then  nothing  has  been  heard 
about   him.

POLITICAL    CKITOC1SM. 


•Apparently  the  worst  that  hla  poli- 
tical opponenta  can  find  to  aay  about 
Mr.  Arthur  Meighen  la  that  he  la  a 
Conservative,  or  as  some  newspapers 
express  It,  a  "Tory,"  which  la  uaert  aa 
a  rule  to  signify  one  of  the  "die  hard" 
school.  Mr.  Meichen  will  pass  un- 
scathed through  criticism  unleaa  there 
Is  something  fax  more  weighty  against 
his  career  than  the  mere  political 
cognomen  by  which  he  la  known.  The 
meanings  of  the  terms  Conservative 
and  Liberal,  in  recent  times,  have 
passed  through  a  crucible;  In  both 
•:ases  they  have  broadened  down  from 
precedent  to  precedent  untl!  their  in- 
terpretation ia  much  more  elastic  than 
U  has  ever-  been  in  the  past.  Mr. 
Meighen  In  many  of  his  views  is 
Liberal  and  progressive;  In  fact,  he 
mignt  be  described  aa  easily  the  most 
progressive ,  of  any  of  the  Cabinet 
Ministers  now  in  power  at  Ottawa.  To 
thla  extent  It  la  a  misnomer  to  call 
him  a  Conaervattvc,  although  no 
doJbt  he  takes  pr'de  tn  such  an  ap- 
pellation. .  , 

The  moat  harmful  crificism  directed 
against  the  Premier-designate  Is  that 
derived  from  the  fact  hq  is  about  to 
head  a  government'  which  in  some 
quarters  la  held  In  disrepute.  The 
Union  Government  has  made  mistakes 
like  all  governmenta  are  considered 
to  have  done  during  the  era  of  re- 
conHtruction.  It  has  also  been  re- 
sponsible for  many  wise  measures, 
and  for  some  of  them  it  has  obtained 
insufficient  credit.  We  admit  there 
la  an  undercurrent  of  public  opinion, 
how  strong  it  ia  difficult  to  estimate, 
which  Is 'firmly  convinced  that  the 
next'  general  election  will  aee  the  pre- 
sent Government  awept'from  power, 
Thexguis  nothing  unhealthy  about'  such 
a  conception,  but  there  is'igood  ground 
for  uneasiness  In  the  ignorance  which 
prevails  about  the  form  of  adminis- 
tration by  which  its  opponents  hope 
the  present  Government  will  be 
succeeded.  The  uneasiness  lies  in  the 
fact  that  they  do  not  know.  They  are 
without  leadership  and  In  complete 
lgnoranee  regarding  the  party  which 
they  wish  to  go  to  to  powor.  The 
trouble  la  there^  4s  .  no  i  jjarty  yet 
evolved,  with  sufficient  public  back- 
ing, to  'carry  on  the  duties  of  gov- 
ernment in  the  event  of  the  present 
Government  being  .defeated.  We'  do 
not  think  the  Liberals,  under  Mr. 
Mackenzie  King,  believe  they  are  in 
a  position  to  win  the  majority  of  the 
Seats  in  the  country.  Since  that  Is  the 
case  It  would  be  a  coalition  govern- 
ment that  would  go  into  office  with 
all  the.  disadvantages  sueh  organiza- 
tions possess,  the ,  mpst  notlceabjo 
being  the  policy  of  compromise.  Which 
has  to  be  adopted. 

Mr.  Meighen  la  at  least  entitled  to 
an  opportunity  to  show  what  his 
leadership  is  worth.  Parliament  has 
some  two  and  a  half  years  or  more 
to  run,  although  an  election  will  be 
held  well  within  that  period.  Except 
in  certain  quarters,  which  would  be 
heard  from  under  any  circumstances, 
and  no  matter  what  government  was 
in  power,  there'  Is  no  national  demand 
for  SjD  appeal  to  the  country  at  this 
time.  In  the  Interests  of  fair  play, 
Mr.  Meighen,  be  he  Conservative, 
Liberal,  Tory  or  Whig,  has  a  mandate 
from  his  immediate  followers,  who 
are  in  the  majority  in  both  the  House 
of  Commons  and  the  Senate,  to  tako 
office,  and  it  is  that  majority  which 
has  had  the  right  of  decision.  Within 
twelve  months  it  will  be  possible  to 
estimate  the  qualities  for  leadership 
possessed  by  the  new  Prime  Minister. 
it  he  has  failed  the  time  Will  then 
havo  arrived;  for  a  general  election; 
Whereas  If  he  succeeds' he  can  appeal 
to  the  country  with  confidence  when- 
ever he  sees  fit.  There  to  an  unwritten 
law  in  British  lands  to  the  effect  that 
everyone  should  be  given  a  sporting 
chance  to  make  good.  This  principle, 
With  which  we  should  never  dispense, 
should  be  applied  in  the  case  of  Mr. 
.Arthur  Meighen. 
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extent  J) y  radicals  who  have  constant, 
ly  aought  to  embarasa  the  Govern- 
ment. The  latest  move  hardly  entails 
the  seriousness  It  would  suggest  in- 
asmuch as  no  such  notion  as  to  in- 
tended could  bo  precipitated  without 
the  consent,  of  the  Trades  Union 
Congress,  and  that  to  unlikely  to  ho 
forthcoming.

If  the  miners'  demand  should 
be  met,  then  any  Government  could 
be  intimidated  and. would  be  at  the 
mercy  of  any  powerful  section  of  a 
community',  and  hence  there  would  be 
an  end  to  government  and  the  substi- 
tution of  a  species  of  blackmail  to 
Implement  or.  cancel  acts  proposed  or 
enacted  in  the  name  of  the  state.

Ueyd  George  would  be  prepared  to 
face  a  general  strike  with  all  Its  eon* 
sequences,  and  in  doing  so  he  would 
have  the  support  of  the  vast  majority 
of  the  people  of  Great  Britain,  includ- 
ing hoots  of  the  trade  unionists  them, 
selves.

It  might  have  been  anticipated 
from  the  results  of  the  Manitoba  elec- 
tion* that  the  Norrto  Government 
would  continue  In  offlce.

a  century.  In  the  end  It  passed  into 
the  hands  of  somo  one  who  realised 
the  value  of  its  destruction.  He  took 
it  to  the  bank,  and  easily  obtained  £5 
for  it. — London  Daily  Express. 


_ Hunt  Sardines  With  Seaplanes 

California  promises  to  be  the  great-, 
est  sardine  canning  centre  of  the 
world  as  the  result  of  the  use  of  sea- 
planes in  the  industry  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  Since  the  first  of  the  year 
naval  seaplanes  have  been  flying  out 
from  the  sea  coast,  sighting  schools 
of  fish  and  sending  a  wireleas  back 
to  the  naval  station  giving  the  direct 
location.  The  naval  station  then 
telephones  the  information  to  the  San 
Diego  offlce  of  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commission.  Fishing  boats  are  im- 
mediately directed  exactly  ,  where  to 
seek  their  game,  and  are  consequently 
assured  of  a  big  catch— Wall  Street 
Journal.

It  is 
a  mistake  for  us  to  regard  ships  merely 
as  carriers  of  goods  and  passengers; 
they  are  far  more  than  that  In  the 
last  analysis  they  are  powerful  agents 
in  adjusting  exchange,  and  thus  en- 
abling us  to  buy  and  aell  to  advantage. 
Nelson's  Hardy,  who  became  First  Sea 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  used  to  declare 
that  "Happen  what  may,  it  Is  England's 
duty  to  take  and  hold  the  lead.''.  He 
was  thinking  of  ships  of  war;  we 
shall  do  well,  while  not  ignoring  tbe 
Navy,  to  Interpret  his  words  in  terms 
of  ships  of  commerce. — London  Daily 
Telegraph. 


stoefaxtag  Britain 
Control  of  classification  and  Insur- 
ance la  one  of  the  means  by  which  the 
British  merchant  marine  has  been  built 
up.  It  has  given  British  merchants  and 
shipowners  a  ready  means  of  gaining 
exact  knowledge  of  their  country's  ton- 
nage and  of  that  of  other  countries,  of 
the  type  of  ship  that  la  adapted  to  par- 
ticular lines  of  trade  and  particular 
porta,  and  of  the  commerce  that  ia  done 
by  competing  countries.  That  control, 
combined  with  that  of  cables  and  coal- 
ing stations,  gives  the  British  a  great 
power  over  the  world's  trade  which  has 
gone  far  to  establish  British  maritime 
and  commercial  supremacy.— Portland, 
Oregonlan.

Germany  does  not  know  how  much 
money  ahe  Is  expected  to  fled,  or  when 
she  must  find  It,  and,  quite  naturally, 
she  Is  doing  nothing  to  meet  her  ob- 
ligations. It  will  soon  be  two  years 
since  the  armistice,  and  yet  neither 
France  nor  Belgium  can  as  yet  look 
forward  with  aay  certainty  to  receiv- 
ing so  much  a  a  penny-piece  toward 
the  repair  of  the  damage  which  Gor- 
many  did.  This  la  an  absurd  situation, 
and  until  It  Ssftremedled  Germany's  vic- 
tims will  suffer  an  added  wrong,  and 
Germany  herself  will  he  prevented 
from  settling  down  to  the  heavy  task 
of  reparation  whleh  her  wer-madne«s 
has  laid  upon  her*.  Germany  must 
know  the  worst  In  respect  of  every 
article  In  the  treaty.  That  la  the  only 
way  to  exercise  a  steadying  Influence 
on  the  German  people  and  to  facili- 
tate the  establishment  ef  stable  gov- 
ernment* in  the  country.— London  Dally 
Chronicle. 


Money  and  the  Microbe

This  led  to  the  theory  that  paper 
money  spreads  dlsseas.  so  the  New 
Tork  board  of  health  carried  the  in- 
veetigatlon  a  stage  further,  end  re- 
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ired  the)  public  by  the  emphatic 
pronouncement  that  they  had  been 
unable  to  trace  a  single  ease  of  la- 
factious  dtoeaes  to  th*  use  ef  this 
form  of  currency.  But  to  make  euro. 
the  American  Treasury  est  up  a 
paper-money  laundry,  and  for  the  last 
few  yean  all  bills  returned  to  the 
Treasury  are  carefully  washed  and 
Ironed  before  being  reiseued.—Loaden

An  issue  of  some  importance  to  the 
municipal  authorities  came  up  for 
preliminary  settlement  in  the  City 
Police  Court  yesterday,  when  Messrs. 
P.  E.  Swannell  and  A.  O.  Noakes,  cer- 
tified.  surveyors  of  the  Province,  with 
an  office  on  Government  Street,  were 
charged  with  carrying  on  the  business 
of  surveying  In  the  city  without  tak- 
ing «OUt  a  business  licence.  The  de- 
fendants were  represented  In  court  by 
Mr.  H.  A.  Maclean.  K.C.,  who  coo- 
tended  for. a  dismissal  of  the  charge 
on  the  ground*,  first,  that  the  actual 
survey  work  of  the  defendants  was 
done  outside  the  city;  and,  secondly, 
that  the  City  Council  has  no  right  to 
Impose  such  a  tax  on  this  sort  of 
occupation.  City  Prosecutor  Harrison 
said  that  ,  as  the  facts  were  not  tn 
dispute  between  himself  and  his 
leirned  friepd,  he.  would  prepare  a 
written  argument  for  submission  to 
Magistrate  Jay;  "a  '  copy  of  which 
would  be  at  the  disposal  of  Mr.  Mac- 
lean. On  that  understanding  the  case 
was  adjourned   until   next   Tuesday. 

Mr.  B.  H.  Anderson.  City  Licence 
Inspector,  testified  to  having  vlalted 
defendants'  office  on  Government 
Street.  He  had  asked  to  see  their 
licence,  end  was  Informed  that  they 
did  not  possess  one.  Mr.  Noakes  had 
told  witness  that  he  objected  to  pay- 
ing the  licence,  because  he  and  his 
partner  were  not  practicing  survey- 
in*:  inJii&s:)X^^JAt^iiSiaik^J^L^^ 
said,  said  witness,  that  he  would  fight 
the  issue  in  the  courst  before  he 
would  pa*/  the  city  licence.  "Witness 
provoked  a  general  laugh  In  tho 
courtroom  by  describing  tho  manner 
of  Mr.  Noakes  when  he  had  replied 
to  a  question  put  by  witness  as  to 
whether  the  defendants  would  ac- 
cept 'survey  work  in  Victoria  if  it  were 
offered  to  them.  "Yes,  if  it  were  of- 
fered," Mr.  Noakes.  had  said  with  a 
laugh,   said   witness. 

Facts  Not  in  Dispute 
City.  Prosecutor  Harrison  said  that 
was  the  cose  of  the  prosecution,  as 
far  as  the  facts  were  concerned.  Mr. 
Maclean  said  he  dfd  not  Intend'  to 
dispute  those  facts.  Mr.  Harrison 
said  be.  would  admit  that  the  defend- 
ants (were  properly  certified  Provin- 
cial surveyors. 

Ms.  Maclean  would  submit  to  Mag- 
istrate Jay  that  those  facts  did  not 
constitute  a  case  for  cpnelctlon.  The 
evidence  was  that  the  defendants  did 
their  actual  survey  work'  outside  the 
city,'  The,  purely  clerical  work  done 
in  the  city  office  did  not  constitute 
the  carrying  on  of  a  business  in  the 
city,  and  could  be  conducted  just  as 
well  in  their  private  homes  as  in  that 
city.  Assuming  that  the  by-law  un- 
der "t,be  provisions  of ,  which  this 
charge  had  been  brought  .was  a  good 
by-law.  counsel  would  submit  that  it 
was  not  good  policy  to  strain .  it  by 
carrying  it  too  far.  It  had  been  de- 
cided in  'several  courts  that  in  occa- 
sion^ act  did  not  constitute  the  oper- 
ation, of  a  business  as  contemplated 
by  the- by-law.  It,  had  not  been  proved 
in  thh,t  case  that,  tl>e  defendants  were 
carrying  on  their  business  of  sur- 
veying In  the  cHy. 

Counsel  Says  Tex  Is  Ultra  Vires 
Mrv  Maclean  would  further  contend, 
providing  that  His  Honor  should  not 
hold  with  him  on  that  contention, 
that  the  by-law  was  ultra  vires  of  the 
city  end  the  Province.  Neither  the 
Provincial  Legislature  nor .  the  City 
Council  had  the  power  to  Impose  such 
a  tax.  Mr.  Maclean  Quoted  the  case  of 
Seven  versus  the  Kin*.  1A  which  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada  had  held 
that  the  British  North  America  Act 
only  gave  the  Province  power  to 
authorise  city  taxation  of  certain 
classes  of  occupations.  He  would 
submit  that  until  that  decision  was 
reversed  by  a  higher  court  it  was  the 
law  of  the  land,  and  must  be  bind- 
ing upon  His  Honor  in  that  court. 

City  Prosecutor  Harrison  said  that 
there  was  nothing  new  either  In  the 
circumstances  -of  this  case  or  In  the 
contention  of  his  learned  friend.  Mr. 
Harrison  cited  a.  former  case — a  test 
case  in  which  a  Victoria  barrister  had 
refused  to  pay  the  city  licence  tax, 
and  in  which  the  city  had  been  sus- 
tained.. ... 

Magistrate  Jay  said  that  it  had  not 
yef  been  made  clear  to  him  that  the 
defendants  were  actually  carrying  on 
their  huainess  In  the  city. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  he  realised  thai 
he  would  have  to  meet  that  part  of 
the  caee,"  and  he  believed  that  he  could 
do  so.  He  would  prepare  a  written 
argument,  and  would  ask  for  an  ad- 
journment of  tho  case  until  next  Tues- 
day. Magistrate  Jay  remanded  the 
hearing  until  that  day.

SAYS  MAGISTRATE  JAY 


Nine  Charges  Against  Drivers 
of  .Public  Vehicles  Provides 
Warm  Work  in  Dog  Days  for 
■City  Court'  •

"Every  once  in  a  while  we  have  a 
veritable  epidemic  of  prosecutions  in 
this  court.  This  act  has  been  In  force 
for  the  last  ten  years,  and  this  is  the 
first  time,  it  has  been  invoked  in  this 
wholesale  fashion."  Magistrate  Jay, 
In'  the.  City,. Police  Court  yesterday, 
thus  commented  upon  the  fact  that 
he  was .  called  upon  to  deal  with  no 
less  than  nine  prosecutions  brought 
by  the  police  against  drivers  of  horse 
and  motor  vehicles  In  the  city,  either 
for  having  failed  to  take  out;  the  city 
licence  or  for  hot  wearing  the  driv- 
er's badge  required  by  the  regula- 
tions. '    . 

City  Prosecutor  Harrison  explained 
to, His  Honor  that  repeated  warnings 
as  to  this  matter  had  been  given  by 
the  police,  and  It  had  now  become 
necessary  to  ,  bring  certain  persons 
into  court  in  order  to  secure  an  en- 
forcement of  the  Provincial  Motor 
Act  and  of  the  City  By-Laws  in  re- 
gard to  the  regulation  of  drivers  of 
vehicles  for  public  hire. 

A  variety  6f  excuses  Were  offerer] 
by  the  more  or  less  protectant  victims 
of  this  crusade  of  police  activity. 
Three  drivers  of  horse  vehicles,  one 
of  whom  pleaded  sickness,  were  let  off 
with  the  cost  of  the  summons  and  a 
promise  to  pay  the  licence  fee  Im- 
mediately. Four  drivcVs'of  motor  ve- 
hicles were  fined  $!>  each  for  not 
wearing  the  regulation  public  chaf- 
feur's  badge  on  their-  caps.  Another 
driver,  charged  with  not  having  a 
proper  number  plate  on  his  motor 
car,  pleaded  not  guilty,  and  con- 
sumed nearly  half  an  hour  of  the 
court's. time  in  unavailing  argument. 
He  was  fined  $10. 

'  Only  one  I  defendant  .out  of  the 
whole  batch  of  cases  succeeded  in 
havings  his  case  dismissed.  He  was 
charged  with  driving  a  motor  vehicle 
while  not  wearing  -  his  badge.  He 
brought  two  witnesses  who  swore  that 
he  had  not  been  driving  the  car  at 
the  time  specified  by  the  police  of- 
ficers. Magistrate  Jay  said  he  would 
accept  defendant's  version  of  the  af- 
fair, and  dismissed  the  'charge.

DROWNED  ON  RIVER  BAR 

Alexander  CMelMenaeii.  of  Vancouver, 

Lose*  lilfc  on  Gordon  River 

When  Boat  Capsizes 


That  Alexander  B.  Christensen,  of 
813  Princens  Avenue.  Vancouver,  hod 
been  drowned  earlier  in  the  day  by 
the  capsizing  of  a  boat  on  Gordon 
River  Bar,  was  the  news  received  yes- 
terday afternoon. in  this  city  by  Su- 
perintendent of  Provincial  Police  Wil- 
liam G.  McMynn.  In  a  telegram  sent 
by  Customs  Offlcer  T.  M.  Baird,  of 
Port  Renfrew. 

The  telegram  further, -stated  that 
the  body  of  the  drowned  man  had 
not  been  recovered  at  the  hour  of 
sending,  which  was  some  two  or  three 
hours  after  the  accident,  which  oc- 
curred at  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  Martin 
Hoist  and  T.  Erickson  wesr;  in  tho 
boat  with  Chrlstpnuon  when  It  turned 
over,  and  they  succeeded  In  KWlm- 
ming  to  nhore.

Suit  for  Motor  Car — Mr.  Justice 
Macdonald,  in  the  Supreme  Court  last 
Tuesday,  had  to  determine  the  diffi- 
cult issue  raised  in  the  contention  for 
the  ownership  of  a  motor  car  between 
two  parties  who  both  alleged  that  they 
had  paid  for  it  in  good  faith.  The 
case  was  the  civil  suit  of  Rithet  vs; 
Scarff,  in  which  the  plaintiffs,  Messrs*. 
R.  P.  Rithet  &  Company  sought  to 
compel  Mr.  Scarff  to  yield  them  the 
ownership  of  a  Saxon  motor  car,  for 
which  Mr.  Scarff  had  paid  William 
D.  Cartier,  of  this  city,  the  sum  of 
81,950.  The  plaintiffs  alleged  that 
they  had  advanced  Cartier  $1,400 
for  the  purchase  of  the  car;  that  they 
had  an  equity  in  the  car  as  a  security 
for  the  advance,  and  that  the  de- 
fendant's ultimate  purchase — the  facts 
as  to  which  were  not  in  dispute— did 
not  give  him  a  legal  ownership.  Mr. 
Justice  Macdonald  found  for  the  de- 
fendant.

Victoria  will  probably  be  without 
gan  fuel  after  noon  today.  A  com- 
plete tie-up  of  the  Victoria  Gas  Com- 
pany system  hi  threatened.  A  atrlke 
of  stokers  and  outside  workers  em- 
ployed by  the  company  was  declared 
last  night  to  be  practically  inevitable. 

Mr.  A.  T.  Goward,* manager  of  the 
VJctoria  Gaa"  Company,  stated  yester- 
day that  he  received  an  ultimatum 
from  the  recently  organised  Gaa 
Workers'  Union  at  10:30  yesterday 
morning.  The  communication  con- 
tained a  new  wage  schedule  showing 
the  Increases  demanded  and  declared 
that  unless  this  demand  wns  satis- 
factorily answered  all  members  of  the 
union  would  walk  out  at  12  o'clock 
noon  today. 

The  company  has  no  Intention  of 
meeting  the  demands  of  the  workers, 
Mr.  Coward  stated.  The  ultimatum, 
he  said,  came  in  the  midst  of  nego- 
tiations and  no  opportunity  for  arbi- 
trating the  ^questions  Involved  wus 
considered  by  the  gas  works  em- 
ployees. 

During  the  past  two  or  three  days, 
according  to  Mr.  Goward,  delegates 
from  the  Victoria  Gas  Company 
workers  and  from  the  Vancouver  Gas 
Company,  both  concerns  being  subsi- 
diaries of  the  B.  C.  Electric,  have 
been  negotiating  with  the  Vancouver 
Gaa  Company  officials.  Over  the  long 
dlatance  telephone  yesterday  Mr. 
Goward  learned  that  the  Vancouver 
company  was  presented  with  a  similar 
ultimatum,    apparently    without    any 
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preliminary  notice  and  without  any 
idea  that  the  negotiations  had  been 
broken  oft*. 

Will   Demoralise  Service 

The  gas  strike,  if  it  materializes, 
will  result  in  the  cutting  off  of  8.600 
services.  Many  gas  consumers  In  Vic- 
toria are  solely  dependent  upon  that 
form  of  fuel  for  cooking  purposes. 
Practically  all  apartment  house  ten- 
ants are  faced  with  the  prospect  of 
being  deprived  of  their  only  means  of 
cooking.  The  hotels  and  a  number 
.of  commercial  and  Industrial  concerns 
Will  also  be  seriously  hit.  Auto  re- 
pair plants  will  suffer. 

From  thirty  to  forty  men  are  likely 
to  walk  out  if  the  '  strike  order  is 
obeyed.  Only  the  works  employees  are

affected — stokers,  gasfltters  and  out- 
side men.  There  are  several  classes 
of  labor  specified  in  the  wage  de- 
mands, which  average  eight  cents  an 
hour  Increase  for  stokers  and  varied 
increases   for  the   othe^r  'classes. 

The  old  agreement  with  the  com- 
pany expired  June  30.  Wages  have 
been  governed  In  the  Victoria  Gas 
Company  largely  by  the  deliberations 
of  a  tribunal  composed  of  company 
men,  and  the  Increases  have  been 
based  on  cost  of  living  figures  com- 
piled by  the  Federal  Department  of 
Labor,  subject  to  revision*  monthly. 
Try  to  Maintain  SeTTlce 

"Every  effort  will  be  made  by  the 
company  to  continue  the  service," 
declared  Mr.  Goward,  "but  we  feel- 
that  our  consumers  should  be  advised 
Of  the  seriousness  of  the  situation. 
The  employees  of  the  two  gas  com- 
panies are  now  being  paid  higher 
than  are  being  paid  by  any 
6th<jr   gas    companies    in    Canada." 

Supporting  this  contention  Mr. 
Goward  produced  figures  showing  the 
earnings  of  Victoria  gas  workers  as 
compared  with  those  elsewhere.  They 
are  as  follows: 

Stokers — Victoria,  67c  per  hour; 
Winnipeg,  55c  per  hour;  Ottawa,  58c 
per  hour;  Toronto,  '  60c  pet  hour; 
Seattle,   59  3-8c  per  hour. 

Works  Laborers — Victoria.  59  l-2c 
per  hour;  Winnipeg.  40c  per  hour; 
Ottawa,  52c  per  hour;  Toronto,  54c 
per  hour;  Seattle,  45  6-8c  per  hour. 

.  In  addition  to  this  comparatively 
high  rate  of  pay.  according  to  Mr. 
Goward,  the  Victbria  employees  en- 
Joy  certain  privileges,  such  as  free 
transportation  and  cheap  light,  gas 
and  coke. 

"Under  these  eircu instances,"  said 
Mr.  Goward,  "it  is  impossible  for  the 
company  to  consider  any  Increase  in 
Us  existing  scale  of  pay.  Every  ef- 
fort will  be  made  by  the  company  to 
minimise  the  inconvenience  to  the 
public  as  much  as  possible."

NEW  YORK,  July  8.— Chances  of 
a  championship  bout  between  Georges 
Carpentier  and  Jack  Bempsey  are  re- 
garded as  unlikely  before  next  year, 
"If  ever,"  Jack  Kearns,  Dempeey's 
manager,  declared  today,  following  a 
conference  here  with  Francota  Des- 
cairvns,  the  Frenchman's  manager. 
Kearns  has  signified  his  willingness  to 
contract  u>  box  Carpentier  at  any 
time  or  place  agreeable  to  the  two 
principals  for  the  highest  purse 
offered,  but  William  A.  Brady,  repre- 
senting 'Charles  Cochran,  London 
fight  promoter,  produced  a  contract 
which  Carpentier  had  signed  after  Ik* 
had  knocjeed  out  Joe  Beckett,  in 
London,  hurt  Fall.  This  contract  gave 
Cochran  an  option  until  December  91 
next.  -A  clause  forbids  Carpentier  or 
his  manager  from  even  discussing  a 
Dempaey  fight  with  any  other  pro- 
moter. 

Descamps  took  refuge  behind  the 
clause.  Apparently  the  only  avenue 
opon  tor  dlHousslon  or  a  match  would 
be  for  Kearns  and  Dempeey  to  accept 
Carpentier'*  challenge  issued  In  Paris  • 
last  year.  In  which  it  was  specified 
that  the  bout  would' have  to  be  held  in 
England  or  France  under  Cochran's 
management.   ■ 

Kearns,  however,  refused  to  con- 
tent to  have  Dempsay  go  to  Europe 
to  defend  his  title.  He  would  not  bind 
himself  to  deal  with  Cochran  alone,  an 
he  believes  it  would  preclude  all 
chanots  of  obtaining  a  high  bid  from 
tome  other  promoter.

LAWN  TENNIS 


(By  A.  E.  Crawley  in  The  London 
Daily   Mail) 


Lawn  tennis  can  be  played  worse 
and  more  sloppily  than  any  existing 
game — It  very  often  is — but  there  la 
no  doubt  whatever  that  it  can  be,  and 
in  a  few  cases  has  been,  played  with 
the  perfect  precision  of  billiards.  This 
Ideal  of  absolute  perfection  of  tech- 
nique has  for  long  been  the  aim  of 
instructors  in  golf,  though  I  am  not 
sure  about  the  learners. 

After  a  considerable  experience  of 
both  learners  and  instructors  in  this 
and  other  subjects,  I  can  produce 
a  few  notes  that  may  be  useful. 

I  have  never  known  an  instructor 
of  lawn  tennis  who  thoroughly  under- 
stood Its  principles.  As  for  cham- 
pions, they  aa  a  rule  do  not  know  how 
they  produce  their  results,  and  care 
less. 

Lord  Haberton  once  asked  Willie 
Renshaw  whether  he  put  his  thumb 
up  the  handle  of  the  racket  for  back- 
handers. The  great  man  thought  for 
some  while,  and  then  said,  "Upon  my 
word  I  don't  know."  Given  a  racket 
for  experiment,  he  concluded  that 
sometimes  he  did  and  sometimes  be 
didn't. 

The  very  best  players  often  have 
some  trick  which  really  man  their 
game.  On  the  other  hand,  the  very 
bad  player,  though  ha  may  be  anxious 
to  Improve,  has  nothing  but  tricks. 
For  Instance,  he  will  disturb  the  awing 
Of  hie  racket  in  servee  by  an  unneces- 
sary waggle,  or  the  poise  of  his  body 
by  contortions  of  the  cheat  and  torso. 
or  hit  the  ball  aa  if  be  were  hitting 
it  round  a  corner,  It  happens  to  be 
a  fact  that  these  three  faults  are 
characteristics  ef  the  service  Of  three 
of  the  moot  prominent  great  players 
of  today.  /  / 

Many  conscientious  drivers  dip  the 
hpad  at  Impact,  like  a  fowl  peeking; 
this  is  aa  exaggeration  of  a  eofjnd 
principle  which  the  instructors  most 
he  asked  to  explains  if  they  kaow  it. 
Other  learners  check  the  racket  on 
impact;  when  told  about  foll#vr- 
thretegh  they  sometimes  cheek  the 
racket  and  then  follow-through,  two 
movements,  the  second  being  an 
Idiotic  flourish  wheel  **•  ball  te  far 


aw«y. 

With  a  view  to  the  ideal  it  is  a 
good  thing  to  avoid  all  unnecessary 
movements,  both  of  body,  feet  and 
arm.  The  average  player  wastes  an 
enormous  amount  of  energy  In  use- 
less?— and  what  a  clever  friend  de« 
scribes  as  vulgar*— excess  of  move- 
ment. 

Especially  In  footwork  Is  useless 
movement  to  be  avoided.  Between 
the  rallies  it  Is  absurd  to  Jump  the 
net  or  skip  about.  The  finest  players 
have  Very  great  control  of  their  body- 
movements  and  with  it  very  great 
economy  of  the  same. 

When  learning  the  game,  either  by 
yourself  or  under  instruction,  it  is 
a  good  maxim  to  play  every  stroke 
aa  If  It  were  your  last,  with  all  the 
concentration  you  possess,  to  attain 
perfection  of  technique  In  the  body 
and  arm  movements.  That  is  how 
the  greatest  players  play,  and  hun- 
dreds of  others  could  do  so  if  they 
set  to  work  at  it. 

But  you  must  also  have  the  "secrets" 
of  the  game — for  Instance,  the  secret 
of  hard  driving;  many  great  players 
have  it  but  do  not  know  it.

Men  and  women  do  not  naturally 
sing  right.  The)*  naturally  sing  with 
tight,  throats  and  no  breath  control, 
and  the.  more  they  atng  "naturally" 
the  shorter  Is  the  time  In  which  they 
will  sing  at  all.  .  But  Melba  is  that 
rarity  of  all  'phenomena,  one  who 
from  the  very  first  sang  naturally 
right,  with  the  true  resonance  of  the 
time  that  floats  and  does  not  grate. 
And  the  time  In  which  she  will  still 
sing  Is  long. 

She  is  our  one  singer  of  today  we 
could  safely  confront  with  a  Jury  of 
connoisseurs  of  the  18th  century,  when 
singing  was  less  a  means  than  an  end 
in.

In  drafting  their  report,  the  direct- 
ors made  mention  .of  the  terms  of 
agreement  between  the  company  and 
the  Cholberg  Shipyard  as  leaving  it 
to  the  option  of  the  Victoria  Ship- 
owners, Limited,  whether  three  or 
four  ships  should  be  built.  This 
raised  a  great  deal  of  discussion  as 
to  whether  this  might  not  be  -  con- 
strued as  a  breach  of  faith,  with  the 
public  who  had  subscribed  to  the 
stock  with  the  understanding  that 
four  ships  were  to  be  constructed, 
and  with  the  Government,  which  had 
been  asked  to  support  such  a  pro- 
gramme. In  reference  to  this  the 
directors  were  able  to  assure  the 
meeting  that  there  was  no  intention 
of  building  less  than  four  ships  and 
that  the  provision  was  put  in  the 
agreement  simply  to  provide  against 
the  possibility  of  having  to  curtail 
the  programme  on  account  of  exces- 
sive cost  of  material,  or  other  un- 
forseen  circumstance*,  at  a  future 
date  and  upon  the  full  acquiescence 
of  the  shareholders  in  a  general 
meeting. 

The  report  of  the  directors  waa 
submitted  as  follows:

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Liquid  Fertilizes— Great  Aid  to  High- 

; ,  Gra^s  Vegetables  and  Flowers 

---1- — ' ' *— — ■— — — 
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Authorities  agree  that  the  most  ad- 
vantageous form  In  which  fertilisers 
can  be  applied  Is  as  a  liquid.  It  Is 
the  most  prompt  In  Its  action,  eco- 
nomical, and  also  the  most  efficient, 
the  manure,  being  presented  to  the 
plants  In  one  of  the  only  methods 
Whereby  the  roots  can  Imbibe  food, 
while  lag  manure  Is  spread  regularly 
through  the  texture  of  the  soil.  The 
value  of  liquid  "manure  when  applied 
to  gross  feeding  plants  can  be  hardly 
overestimated.  What  is  of  great  Im- 
portance 1*  Its  almost  Immediate  ef- 
fects, for  It  is  at  once  available  as 
good,  provided  it  reaches  the  roots  of 
the  plants  to  which  we  may  apply  It. 
Therefore  It  should  be  applied  only 
wifter  a  good  rain  or  after  the  soil 
has  been,  thoroughly  soaked.  The  soil 
in  this'  condition,  the  liquid  manure 
will  percolate  among. the  roots,  where 
It  wltl  do  most.  good. 
'  The  following  information  about 
the  preparation  of  various  liquid 
•manures  for  use  wll^  be  of  benefit  \p 
nil  those  gardeners,  especially  the 
amateur,  who  are  endeavoring  to 
produce  roots  and  vegetables  and 
fruits  and  flowers  of  first-class  quality. 

When  preparing  liquid  manure  with 
a  commercial  fertiliser,  the  best 
method  is  to  stir  the  fertiliser  In  the 
water  until  all  the  soluble  portion  Is 
dissolved  and  then  allow  it  to  settle 
until  the  liquid  has  become  almost 
clear.  That  part  of  the  manurr 
which  does  not  dissolve  Is  worse  than 
tiseless,  for  it  may  he  injurious  In  Its 
effects.  It  is  better  thrown  onto  the 
rubbish  heap  to  be  dug-  into  the  soil 
at  the  proper  season  when  it  win,  add 
ttts  quota  of  humus  to  the  land.  If 
applied  to.  the '  soil  along  with  the 
liquid  It  will  soon  cake  and  so  form 
an  impenetrable  crust,  which  Is  not 
at  all  conducive  to  the  welfare  of 
plant  life. 

When  using  animal  manures  the 
tnaterlal  should  be  tied  up  in  a  coarse 
piece  of  sacking  or  burlap  and  sus- 
pended la  a  barrel  or  tub  filled  with 
plear  water.  It  la  better  to  suspend 
the  baa  of  manure  from  a  cross-stick 
than  to  atafc  It  to  the  bottom  of  the 
tub,  for  the  essences  are  more  fully 
extracted  when  the  material  Is  sua- 

5 ended  near  the  surface  of  the  water. 
>uririg.~the  first  few  days  after  pre- 
paring it.  the. bag  should  be  swayed 
asb 


to  and  fro  occasionally  in  the  water, 
as  this  will  aid  the  essences  Of  the 
manure  to  escape  from  the  bag. 

Another  excellent  plan  is  to  punch 
a  number  of  holes,  in  an  old  pall,  fill 
.it  loosely  with  the  manure  and  dip  it 
repeatedly  into  a  barrel  of  water,  al- 
lowing the  llauid  to  drain  from  It 
each  time  it  Is  removed. 
'  Cow,  horse,  shaep,  poultry  and 
'pigeon  manures  are  all  useful  and 
may  be  used  for  making  a  liquid  stim- 
ulant, either  singly  or  in  combination. 
As  thejfrvary  somewhat  In  their  con- 
stituents and  value  as  pjant  foods,  If 
they  can  be  mixed  it  is  so  much 
better. 

,  The  value  of  manures  depends 
greatly  on  the  food  the  animals  eat. 
'For  Instance,  stall-fed  cows  yield  a 
richer  manure  than  (hose  gracing  out- 
doors, while  that  of  corn-fed  horaes 
also  possesses  a  higher  percentage  of 
plant  food. 

■  The  addition  of  lime  to  animal 
liquid  manures  will  successfully  pre- 
vent any.  danger  of  Injury  to  the  roots 
«f  soft  i  quick -growing  plants,  as  it 
neutralises  the  caustic  effects  of  the 
, carbonate  of  ammonia  caused  by  the 

fermentation  of  urine.  Therefore,  add 
me  pound  of  lime  to  the  above. 

The  following  is  a  highly  satisfac- 
tory liquid  manure  mixture  and  easily 
prepared:  .■  One  pound  of  soot,  one 
peck  cow  manure  and  a  large  cupful 
of  freshly  slaked  lime,  putting  all 
together  in  a  coarse  bag.  The  bag 
was  placed  in  a  tub;  containing  twelve 
gallons  of  water  and  allowed  to  soak 
for  three  or  four  days,  the  has  being 
agitated  occasionally.  When  using 
this  mixture  dilute  with  rather  more 
than  an  equal  quantity  of  water.  Cow 
manure  alone  may,  be  safely  used  on 
any  plants,  if  used  at  the  rate  of  one 
peck  to  thirty-six  gallons  of  water; 
''sheep  manure  at  .the  same  strength. 
Horse 'manure*  being  more  strongly 
nitrogenous,  is  best  used  on  subjects 
grown  for  their  leaves  rather  than 
their  flowers  or  fruit.  It  la  Ideal  for 
cabbage,  cauliflower  and  celery.  Use 
the  latter  at  the  same  rate  as  cow 
manure. 

Poultry  and  pigeon  manure  is  much 
stronger,  weight  for  weight,  than  the 
foregoing, .  in  value  mora  nearly  ap- 
proaching pure  guano;  therefore  It 
should  be  .used  very  carefully.     Half 


a  peck  to  thirty-six  gallons  of  water, 
with  a  little  lime  added,  la  a  perfectly 
safe  strength  at  which  it  may  be 
given  to  both  vegetables  and  flowers. 

Soot  saved  from  soft  coal  Is  a  most 
valuable  -fertiliser  and  Imparts  color 
to  any  plant  to  which  it  Is  applied, 
whether  ,  flower  or.,  vegetable.  Its 
manurial  value  i»  due  to  the 'sulphate 
of  ammonia  it  contains,  though  this 
win  vary  according  to.  the  sample. 
One  peck  may  be  used  with  thirty. to 
forty  gallons  of  water,  placing  it  In  a 
sack  and  allowing  it  to  soak  for  a 
few  days.  Use-  when  the  water  Is 
slightly  colored.  One  handful  In -one 
gallon  of  water,  when  wanted  Imme- 
diately, gives  a  mixture  of  about  the 
right  strength. 

Nitrate  of  soda  is, a  most  excellent 
stimulant  and  will  work  wonders  on 
plants  which  may  be  "hanging  fire." 
A  safe  strength  to  use  It  is  by  dis-* 
solving  one  ounce-  in  four  gallons  of 
water.  Used  much  stronger  than  this 
it  might  burn  the  foliage. 

The  various  sea  plants  washed  up 
on  the  beaches  at  all  times  of  the 
year  are  highly  valuable  aa  a  fertil- 
iser, but  are  little  utilized.  At  the 
present  time  there  are-  large  quan- 
tities of  the  shredded  leaves  lying  on 
the  beach,  in  places  from  one  to 
three  feet  thick.  It  can  be  placed  on 
the  surface  of  the  soil  aa  a  mulch  be- 
tween  lines  of  peas,  beans  or  cab- 
bages, or  dug  into  the  soil.  A  thor- 
ough dressing  of  this  on  the  land  hi 
the  Fall  or  of  the  Urge  kelp  will 
provide  all  the  potash  content  neces- 
sary, besides  other  values,  and  Is 
especially  valuable  In.  aiding  in  the 
growth  of  potatoes.  The  rains  of 
Winter  quickly  cause  It  to  be  asslml* 
lated  into  the  soil.

MONTREAL,  July  8.— Late  this 
afternoon  the  paper  control  tribunal, 
consisting  of  Hon.  Justices  White, 
chairman,  Archer  and  Mlddleton,  gave 
out  a  decision  that  the  Fort  Frances 
Pulp  and  Paper  Company  mast  re- 
fund to  the  various  newspapers  con- 
cerned all  charges)  over  and  above 
the  asked  prices  for  newsprint, 
amounting  to  about  $122,000. 

At  the  same  time  the  tribunal  al- 
lowed the  appeal  of  the  Fort  Frances 
Pulp  and  Paper  Company  against 
another  ruling,  and  allowed  the  com- 
pany to  charge  $80  a  ton  for  paper 
from  and  after  December  SI,  1919. 

While  no  date  was  set  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  order,  it  was  under- 
stood that  it  would  mean  until  the 
recent  advance  in  prices,  allotted  on 
July  1.  In  any  event,  It  was  intimated 
by  Mr.  HeUmuth,  K.C.,  who  appeared 
for  the  company,  that  the  decision  of 
the  tribunal  would  be  carried  to  a 
higher  court,  since  the  company  chal- 
lenged the  jurisdiction  of  the  paper 
control  tribunal. 

Mostly  Western  Journals  are  In- 
volved in  the  appeal  of  the  news- 
papers, and  the  claims  cover  a  period 
from  January,  1919,  to  December, 
1919,  during  which,  it  was  alleged, 
the  Fort  Frances  Pulp  and  Paper 
Company  had  charged  and  collected 
prices  In  excess  of  those  allowed  by 
the  paper  controller,  to  a  total  sum 
of  $122,136.41.  which  the  tribunal 
now  states  must  be  refunded. 

In  accordance  with  a  decision,  pre- 
viously arrived  at,  the  tribunal  had  a 
statement  prepared  by  chartered  ac- 
countants showing  the  amount  of 
excess  charges  made  by  the  company, 
and  Invited  all  interested  parties  to 
contest,  if  they  wished,  the  accuracy 
of  the  figures  In  this  statement.  The 
original  charges  made  to  the  various 
Western  newspapers,  according  to 
this  statement,  amounted  to  $1,838,- 
163.22,  while  the  revised  charges,  as 
established  by  the  accountants, 
amounted  to  $1.710,016.8,  showing  an 
excess  charge  in  all  of  $122,131.41.

port  of  the  Saanich  members  of  the 
committee,  who  asked  to  be  relieved 
of  their  duties  owing  to  statements 
made  about  them  by  the  city  mem- 
bers. Councillor  Henderson  con- 
tended that  due  sympathy  had  been 
given  the  former  representatives. 
They  had  been  Insulted  by  the/city 
members  and  had  resigned,  and  now 
new  members  had  been  appointed: 
These  could  go  ahead  with  the  busi- 
ness of  the  committee  without  the 
council  having  to  withdraw  any  en- 
dorsation  given  the  report  of  the  old 
representatives.  •  The  Reeve  differed 
and  the  council  split  up,  everyone 
but  Councillor  Graham  making  sev- 
eral speeches  each. 

Councillor  Henderson  wanted  to 
know  why  the  Reeve  hadn't  made 
this  same  ruling  when  the  Saanich 
members  were  reappointed'  two 
weeks  ago.  During  his  remarks 
Councillor  Henderson  pointed  out 
that  for  the  past  couple  of  years  that 
he  had  been  on  the  council  the 
beaches  and  parks  committee  -  had 
worked  harmoniously.  This  year 
there  had  been*  trouble  In  this  mat- 
ter, and  in  other  affairs  things  had 
not  always  been  working  smoothly. 
Saanich,  he  contended,  was  too  ex- 
acting. "I  like  Scotchmen,  but  I 
don't  like  fhem  aa  Scotch  as  that," 
he  remarked,  after  speaking  of  stub- 
bornness. 

Finally  after  heated  Vorda  all 
round.  Councillor  Henderson  moved, 
and  Councillor  Dooley  seconded,  that 
the  Reeve  be  not  upheld  in  his  rul- 
ing. A  tie  vote  resulted  so  that  the 
motion  was  lost.  The  voting  was  as 
follows:  To  sustain:  Reeve  Watson, 
Councillors  Graham,  Terrell  and 
Clark ;  not  to  sustain :  Councillors 
Henderaon,  Plm,  Brooks  and  Dooley. 
AU  the  newly  appointed  representa- 
tives on  the  Beaches  and  Parks  Com- 
mittee voted  against  the  ruling. 

Following  the  voting  the  Reeve 
said,  "What  shall  we  do?"  There  was 
a  moment's  silence,  ana  then  Coun- 
cillor Dooley  gave  his  time  honored: 
"I  move  we  adjourn."  "I  second  it," 
said  Councillor  Clark,  and  the  meet- 
ing ended.  This  was  after  one  o'clock 
this .  morning.  The  Reeve  and  Coun- 
cillor Henderson  continued  the  dis- 
cussion and  the  latter  was  heard  to 
emphatically  remark  several  times 
that  he  would  hold  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  in  spite  of  the  Reeve.  They 
were  still  arguing  out  In  the  road 
when  the  press  car  left  Royal  Oak.

Vhe  following  day  being  Sunday, 
Lord  X..  contrary,  I  imagine,  to  hla 
usual  custom,  went  to  church.  Now, 
admitting  the  form  of  proposal;  ad- 
mitting even  the  possibility  of  a  man 
under  the  influence  of  drink  attempt- 
ing to  assault  a  guest  in  his  own 
house,  I  venture  to  state  that  to  turn 
up  in  a  frock-coat  and  a  top-hat  in 
the  middle  of  the  sermon  at  a  village 
church  and  make  a  disturbance  In  the 
aisle  is  simply  not  done.  But  that  un- 
doubtedly is  what  this  graceless  fel- 
low Lord  X.  proceeded  to  do. 

Now  it  may  reasonably  be  con- 
tended that  this  particular  film  was 
an  exaggerated  one.  I  agree.  But 
the  principle  remains  the  same  in  al- 
most all  of  them  to  a  greater  or  a 
less  degree.  The  whole  tendency 
seems  to  be  not  only  to  paint  the  so- 
called  upper  classes  as  blackly  as 
possible,  but  In  ■  addition  to  that  to 
make  them  behave  in  a  manner 
which  la  both  ridiculous  and  utterly 
untrue.  Slight  exaggeration — It  is 
well  known — is  an  essential  on  the 
stage,  and  the  same  thing  In  all  prob- 
unity  applies  to  film  work. 

But  such  exaggeration  as  appears 
In  many  films  today  would  be  howled 
off  the  stage  In  a  fifth-class  melo- 
drama. Therefore  I  claim  that,  In 
the  first  place,  it  is  not  art. 

And  secondly  I  would  suggest  a 
very  much  more  serious  result  than 
a  mere  artistic  failing-  Look  round 
any  audience  at  a  provincial  cinema, 
and  what  .will' you  And?  Possibly  five 
per  cent  who  know  that  it  is  rot;  ten " 
per  cent  who  on  the  strength  of  a. 
Visit  to  a  profiteer  knight — where 
possibly  such  things  do  take  place- 
aver  that  "that's  how  they  do  go  on.. 
Topping  sport";  and  the  remain  ins; 
85  per  cent  who  know  nothing  about 
it  and  don't  pretend  to,  and  who  un- 
consciously, after  a  while,  fcegln  to 
believe  that  they  are  witnessing  a 
true  portrayal  of  "High  Society." 

Surely  there  la  enough  trouble  at 
the  present  moment  without  sedu- 
lously fostering  it  by  grotesquely  in- 
accurate and  unjust  representations 
of  the  "bloated  upper-classes."

VIRGINIA  CIGARETTES 
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Provincial  Department  of  La- 
bor Reports  for  First  Six 
Months  of  Year  More  Place- 
ments Than  Other  Provinces 


The  energetic  manner  in  which  the 
work  of  the  public  Employment  Bur- 
eaus has  been  taken  up  In  British 
Columbia  is  shown  by  the  fact  that, 
for  work  accomplished  and  place- 
ments effected,  the  Bureaus  operated 

by  oiir  own  Provincial  Department  of 
Labor  have  considerably  outdis- 
tanced sll  the  other  provinces  of 
Canada,  with  the  exception  of  Ontar- 
io. In  a  relative  sense  British  Col. 
umbla  Is  surpassed  by  none;  for  On- 
tario, with  four  or  Ave  times  the  pop-* 
uiation.  claims  only  about  double  the 
amount  of  business  done  by  the  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Bureaus,  while  other 
provinces  with  equal  or  greater  pop- 
ulations than  our  own,  are  easily  left 
behind. 

A  return  Just  issued  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Department  of  Labor  concern- 
ing the  first  six  months  of  the  pres- 
ent year,  gives  some  interesting  de- 
tails. 

In  this  half-yearly  period  the  De- 
partment effected  the  placement  of 
34.646  men  and  women  into  employ- 
ment, a  figure  which  falls  little  short 
of  the  number  for  the  Whole  of  last 
year,  when  for  twelve  months  the 
placement*  were  35,664.  .  Of  the 
placements  made  in  the  last  six 
Months,  11.694  were  those  of  returned 
soldiers.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
present  year  there  were  1,658  un- 
placed applicants  whose  names  were 
listed  with  the  bureaus,  and  at  the 
end  of  JUne  the  number  was  1,282; 
while  the  number  of  vacancies  un- 
filled on  the  former,  date  was  566,  and 
on -the  latter  date,  1.05  J.  In  the  six 
months  44.633  applications  for  work 
were  received,  including  15,918  from 
ex-soldiers;  and  the  vacancies  notified 
by  employers  were  87,785. 

A  separate  return  by  the  Depart- 
ment deals  with  the  work  of  the 
bureaus  for  the  four  weeks  ended 
June  26.  This  shows  a  slight  In- 
crease In  placements  and  in  the  num- 
ber of  applicants,  but  a  decrease  in 
the  vacancies  reported,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  month;  which 
would  seem  to  Indicate  that,  while 
vacant,  jobs  are  not  to  numerous  as 
In  May,  man  out  of  employment  are 
more  readily  accepting  such  oppor- 
tunities.  a*  are   offered.     The   follow-

Of  the  464  applicants  Hated  at  Vic- 
toria a  large  section  were  for  ship- 
yard employment,  there  having  been 
little  development  In  this  industry  un- 
til the  past  few  days.  The  vacancies 
on  hand  are  mainly  for  mine  work  or 
carpenters. 

The  Women's  Bureaus  at  Vancou- 
ver and  Victoria  have  been  extensive- 
ly used  by  fruit  growers  requiring 
berry-pickers  for  the  season,  and  over 
320  women  have  recently  been  placed 
In  1  his  employment,  with  results  that 
have  given  all  round  satisfaction. 

Tn>  Powell  8t.  office  in  Vancouver, 
which  stands  first  In  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  for  the  volume  of  business 
transacted,  has  had  to  meet  large  de- 
mands for  railroad  and  general  la- 
borers, and  at  the  end  of  June  there 
were  a  number  of  vacancies  for  these 
and  for  miners. 

At  the  Dunsmulr  flu  office.  Van-, 
coover.  thers  was»a  notable  excess 
oven  demand  hi  the  number  of  car- 
penters, drivers,  salesmen  and  watch- 
men registered. 


The  call  for  labor  has  dropped 
somewhat  at  New  Westminster,  and 
rumors  are  current  that  some  of  the 
large ,  lumber  mills  contemplate  clos- 
ing down  for  a  time  unless  conditions 
improve. 

At  Nanaimo,  however,  there  is  an 
increased  demand  for  coal  miners. 

The  general  labor  situation  at 
Prince  Rupert  is  described  ss  very 
good,  there  being  openings  for  log- 
gers, railway  construction  and .  ship- 
yard work,  and  general  labor  at  the 
mining  camps. 

At  Kamloops  vacancies  .  are  fewer 
than  of  late,  .but  farm  requirements 
will  shortly  create  an  Increased  de- 
mand for  labor.  Crop -and  fruit  pros- 
pects In  the  Okanagan  Valley  are  im- 
proving, but  no  great  call  for  further 
help  on  the  ranches  is  expected  until 
the  fruit  picking  commences. 

In.  the  Orand  Forks -District  there  Is 
still  a  shortage  of  labor,  especially  for 
men  In  -the  mines  and   concentrator. 

In  the  Nelson  district  lumber  work- 
ers have  been  offering  themselves  in 
larger,  numbers  than  could  be  placed 
at  the  moment,  but  the  miners  were 
wanted  at  various  points. 

At  Cranbrook  both  these  Industrial 
groups  require  a  number  of  men,  and 
at  Fernie  there  are  unsatisfied  re- 
quests for  laborers  and  bush  workers. 
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SOLVES  BIG  PROBLEM 


Four  Months'  Experimental 
Work  Demonstrates  Process 
That  Will  Prove  of  Value  to 
Silver-Lead-Zinc  Mines 


After  four  months'  experimental 
work  at  the  Standard  Mine  at  Silver- 
ton,  directed  towarda  developing  a 
new  machine  and  process  for  treating 
sllver-lead-sinc  feed  by  preferential 
flotation,  Louis  H.  Blggar,  the  Mont- 
real flotation  engineer,  has  success- 
fully completed  the  terms  of  the  task 
he  set  himself,  says  The  Nelson 
News. 

Having  successfully  demonstrated 
the  process  by  a  moderate  machine, 
capable  of  either  laboratory  or  com- 
mercial use,  Mr.  Blggar  Is  now  com- 
mencing the  construction  of  a  larger 
machine,  of  six  cells,  which  will  he 
ready  In  two  or  three  weeks,  when 
the  Standard  m  181  will  be  started  up, 
or  those  portions  of  the  plant  it 
will  be  necessary  to  utilise. 

The  Immediate  application  to  be 
made  of  the  new  process  la  the  treat- 
ment of  a  6,000-ton  slime  dump  at 
the  Standard  averflglng  11  ounces  of 
silver,  8  per  cent  lead,  and  7  per 
cent  sine,  whlclv  was  accumulated 
before  the  Standard  Installed  a  flota- 
tion machine.  .  As  the  dump  Is  all 
composed  of  slimes  averaging  SO 
per  cent  of  200  mesh,  it  is  said  the 
only  way  the  silver  and  lead  can  be- 
separated  from  the  sine  Is  by  such  a 
process  of  preferential  or  selective 
flotation. 

Speaking  at  the  Hume  laat  night  of 
his  experimental  work  at  the  Stan- 
dard, Mr.  Blggar  said: 

"The  machine  has  been  success- 
fully developed,  and  the  testing  com- 
pleted, and  the  Standard  Silver-Lead 
Company  Is  now  constructing  a  com- 
mercial-slxed  machine,  duplicating 
the  laboratory  machine,  and  It  Is 
hoped  to  operate  the  mill,  treating 
the  slimes,  within  a  few  weeks. 

"As  the  dump  has  been  exposed  for 
several  years,  some  of  the  lead  h-is 
become  severely  weathered  and  oxi- 
dised, and  cannot  he  recovered  by 
flotation.  However,  It  Jo  hoped  to 
recover  §0  per  sent  of  too  lead,  car- 
rying 80  to  78  par  cent  of  the  silver. 
In  a  concentrate  carrying  only  10  to 
16  per  oast  of  the  sine.  The  re- 
maining sine  will  also  bo  recovered 
in  too  usual  manner,  carrying  tho  re- 
shainlng  silver,  aad  practically  free 
of  lead,  aa  tho  oxidised  tee*  that 
does  not  concentrato  at  flrot  U  car- 
ried through  with  tho  tailings- 

This  process  hoe  also  been  tried 
in  the  laboratry.  oa  several  erode 
silver-lead  ores,  with  very  successful 
results,  aad  it  is  also  hoped  to  spply 
It  to  some  of  those  la  due  course."

A  Vital  Question 

"In  taking  up  this  subject  I  want 
to  say  it  is  one  of  the  vital  questions 
which  this  Province  has  to  face.  At 
the  present  time  British  Columbia  Is 
At  a  disadvantage  with  the  other 
Provinces  of  this  Dominion,  owing  to 
the  distance  from  the  Home-land,  as 
X  take  It  we  are  chiefly  Interested  In 
•securing  for  Intending  residents  only 
those  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race.  ' 

"Many  of  the  recent  arrivals  In 
Canada,  particularly  those  who  v  have  . 
to  consider  the  cost  of  travel,  select 
some  ox  the  Eastern  Provinces  as 
their  temporary  homes,  but  with 
British  Columbia  as  their  ultimate 
destinatlpn,  and  if  In  the  future  our 
Government  forms  a  policy  to  bring 
in  additional  settlers,  they  would  be 
well  advised  to  consider  the  Kaatern 
Provinces  of  Canada  as  &  fertile  Held 
for  prospects.  As  you  are  aware, 
the  Federal  Government  controls  Im- 
migration to  the  whole  of  Canada. 
but  I  find  that  soma  of  our  sister 
provinces  carry  on  in  Great  Britain 
a  very  efficient  propaganda  in  the 
effort  to  secure  additional  residents, 
grolng  so  far  as  to  assist  financially  In 
the  cost  of  transportation.  This  Brit- 
ish Columbia  does  not  do,  and  there- 
lore  many  good  overseas  settlers  who 
would  become  good  British  Colum- 
bians are  kept  away,  but  It  may  be 
that  under  present  conditions  it  Is 
Co  our  advantage,  as  I  believe  at  the 
present  time  we  are  getting  overseas 
pettier*  Just  as  fast  as  we  can  as- 
similate them,  and  of  a  class  who 
"will  help  to  build  up  our  Province. 

During  my  absence  from  the  city 
en  a  visit  to  England  I  had  the  priv- 
ilege of  assisting  the  Agent-General 
bf  this  Province  In  London  to  dis- 
seminate information  and  give  advice 
iui  to  travel,  eta.,  to  over  1,600  in- 
tending •  residents  of  this  Province.   I 


cannot  give  the  exact  figures,  but  to 
give  you  an  idea  of  the  number  of 
inquiries  at  B.  C.  House  the  follow- 
ing are  the  figures  for  the  moat  ha  of 
February  and  March  of  this  year: 

Number  -of  interviews  granted, 
I0t;  number  of  letters,  re- 
ceived, 1,401;  number  of '  letters  sent 
out,  700;  number  of  visitors  regis- 
tered. Oft;  number  of  visitors  to 
reading   room,    1,093. 

During  the  months  quoted  I 
answered  all  correspondence  and  at- 
tended to  all  Interviews,  so  had  a 
fairly  buoy  time.   , 

Ofiice  Well  Filled 

"For  the  Information  of  those  In- 
terested in  British  Columbia  House,  I 
might  add  that  the  position  of  Agent- 
General  of  British  Columbia  in  Great 
Britain  is  very  ably  administered  by. 
the  present  incumbent.  Mr.  F.  C. 
Wade,  K.C.  His  efforts  to  advance 
pie  interests  of  our  Province  .will  be 
more  appreciated  In  the  yeaas  to 
come,  especially  In  the  Industrial  and 
financial  development  which  I* 
bound  to  follow  the  present  propa- 
ganda, now  being  carried  on  by  hie 
department. 

"One  line  of-  publicity  in  general 
use  today  by  governments  and  others 
to  attract  attention  of  the  general 
public  Is  the  moving  pictures.  In 
passing  X  would  like  to  say  a  word 
in  praise  of  the  Forestry  Depart-' 
ment  of  the  Province  In  sending  out 
movie  films  of  the  different  indus- 
tries connected  with  the  forest 
wealth  of  this  Province,  namely,  pulp 
and  paper  making,  logging  and  other 
interesting  Alms.  These,  with  others 
on  hand  at  B.  C.  House,  were  run  off 
at  the  Central  Hall,  Westminster,  In 
May  last,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Colonial  Institute.  There  were  over 
2,000  in  the  audience,  and  the  prin- 
cipal London  dallies  made  very  fa- 
vorable comments.  I  understand  re- 
cent legislation  is  now  effective  mak- 
ing it  compulsory  to  show  pictures 
on  home  industries,  etc.,  at  all 
theatres  in  the  Province.  What  a 
splendid  thing,  it  would  be  to  carry 
this  further  and  arrange  to  have 
these  pictures  exhibited  all  through 
the  British  Isles,  so  that  you  would 
carry  your  Province  right  to  the 
door  of  those  who  are  anxious  to 
come  here  and  be  one  of  use. 

Majority  Ask  About  Farming 

"I  found  that*  at  least  80  per  cent 
of  inquiries,  either  by  person  or  by 
letter,  were  for  the  outdoor  life, 
especially  fruit  farming,  and  em- 
braced all  parts  of  the  Province.  The 
two  districts  for  which  information 
was  most  sought  after  were  the  south 
end  of  Vancouver  Island  and  the 
Okanagan  District. 

"The  class  of  inquirers  was  varied, 
but  consisted  chiefly  of  those  with 
fixed  Incomes  of  from  say  £300  to 
£600  per  annum,  and  with  available 
cash  of  from-  say  £100-  to  £5,000. 
Many  of  these .  people  are  already  in 
the' Province,  or  are  coming,  as. they 
find  It  impossible  to  live  in  the  Old 
Land  under  present  conditions  of 
taxation,  etc.  They  have  to  look  for 
pastures  new  and  the  geneaal 
reasons  given  for  wishing  to  migrate 
to  this  Province  are  our  glorious  cli- 
mate, the  chances  for  good  education 
for  their  children,  the  outdoor  life 
as  we  have  it  here,  and  the  wish  to 
still  live  under  the  Union  Jack. 

"Regarding  our  climate,  I  wish  to 
state  that  the  ^best  help  I  had  at 
hand  was  Bulletin  No.  27,  fourth  edi- 
tion, published  by  'our  Provincial 
Government.  This  covers  the  rain- 
fall, snowfall,  sunshine'  and  tem- 
perature for  the  years  jteiMt;.  If 
yo<T*wltI  pursue  this  bulletin  you 
will  find  In  it  the  reason  why  our 
beautiful  city  Is  the  only  place  on 
earth  to  live  in. 

Propaganda  Needed 

"I  would  like- to  see  our  Govern- 
ment print  some  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  this  bulletin-  (brought  up  to 
date),  and  use  them  for  educational 
purposes,  through  the  wholes/British 
Empire.  It  would  be  one  of  the 
best  means  to  draw  what  we  require 
today,  mora  people  on  the  vacant 
lands  all  through  the  Province.  The 
people  are  waiting  and  are  anxious 
for  real,  true  information  regarding 
the  natural  resources  of  our  Prov- 
ince, and  It  should  be  the  effort  of 
eaoh  community,  board  of  trade, 
Rotary  and  other  public  bodies  to 
forward  correct  descriptions  In  the 
form  of  small  bulletins  to  the  British 
Columbia  House  In  London,  so  that 
the  staff  there  will  have  on  hand 
material  to  hand  out  to  callers  and 
mall  to  inquirers  a  synopsis  of  their 
particular  district.  The  timber,  min- 
eral, flsh  and  agricultural  wealth  of 
this  Province  are  great  assets,  but 
my  contention  is  our  climate  is  the 
greatest  asset  of  all.  Let  us  give  to 
the  world  sonte  of  our  knowledge  on 
this,  our  greatest  asset,  and  In  a 
few  years  we  shall  have  peopled  the

.  LONDON,  July  8.— Nathan  Straus, 
of  New  York,  told  the  International 
Zionist  Conference  here  that  the 
Straus  Health  Bureau  in  Palestine 
had  supplied  a  need  that  had  been 
ignored  for  hundreds  of  years  by  a 
"criminally  indifferent  government," 
and  that  It' had*  become  a  "strong- 
hold in  the  life  of  the  Holy  Land." 
The  bureau  was  established  by  Mr. 
Straus  in   1012. 

The  only  problem  which  took  pre- 
cedence over  the  health  question  was 
the  feeding  of  the  hungry,  for  which 
be  said  he  established  a  free  soup 
kitchen  In  Jerusalem,  which  up  to 
now  has  been  feeding  700  to  1,000 
persons  dally.  Members  of  commit- 
tees returning  from  Palestine,  he 
said,  had  told  hi  mthat  this  soup 
kitchen  was  "the  brightest  spot  In 
the  Holy  City."  The  health  bureau, 
Mr.  Straus  said,  was  established  to 
improve  health  conditions  generally 
and  particularly  to  eradicate  malaria 
and  trachoma,  the  two  diseases  which 
were  endemic  there.  It  was  intended 
to  serve  all  inhabitants  of  Palestine. 
Irrespective  of  creed,  race  or  color, 
and.  since  the  Jews  number  less  than 
one-sixth  of  the  total  population,  its 
work  had  accrued  largely  to  the 
benefit  of  non-Jews. 

Mr.  Straus  reviewed  the  fight  con- 
ducted against  malaria  by  the  health 
bureau  In  and  around  Jerusalem  In- 
itio and  1917,  which  he  said 
''nipped  the  cholera  epidemic  In  the 
bud."  Clinics  were  opened  in  five 
dlstritcs  and  injections  of  anti-ma- 
laria lymph  were  given  to  all  comers, 
while  school  children  Were  Inocu- 
lated by  nurses  sent  by  ths  health 
bureau  into  districts.  In  all  30,750 
persons  were  given  preventive  injec- 
tions against  cholera.  Typhus  lymph 
also  was  prepared  and  administered. 

More  than  38,000  persons  wen*  ex- 
amined to  ascertain  if  they  Were  af- 
fected with  malaria,  and  where  the 
reaction  was  positive,  quinine  was 
given  free  of  cost.  The  water  In  cis- 
terns used  for  drinking  purposes  was 
examined  and  a  museum  of  hygiene 
was  established. 

In  combating  trachoma,'  Mr. 
Straus  said,  the  health  bureau,  treat- 
ed 441.174  cases,  and  an  attempt  was 
made  to  examine  the  eyes  of  all 
children  who  could  be  reached  ss  as 
to  Identify  that  disease,  which  was 
Prevalent  in  Palestine.  A  hospital 
for.  eye  diseases  was  opened  and  the* 
campaign  was  extended  into  ths 
towns  and  colonies  outside  of  Jerusa- 
lem, nurses  being  sent  to  various 
places.  Aid  was  also  given  to  refu- 
gees when  the  Jewish  population  was 
expelled  from  Jaffa.  Mr.  Straus  said 
that  ths  health  bureau  had  proved 
its  efficacy,  •  and  that  be  hoped  its 
would  Increase  and  become 
In  the  rehabilitation  Of  the 
Holy  Land,  a  blessing  to  ths  people 
Irrespective  of  race,  solor  or  re- 
ligion.

list  of  patrons  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
Veterans'  Association  in  Victoria,  the 
reason  d'etre  given  in  the  lengthy 
resolution  being  summarised  In  the 
final  lines,  viz,  "for  the  unwarrantsd 
and  dastardly  attack  made  in  the  Do- 
minion House  of  Commons  on  a 
Comrade  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Vet. 
erans."  A  copy  is  to  be  forwarded  to 
Sir  Arthur  Currle. 


The  resolution  was  moved  by  Com- 
rade the  Rev.  J.  Campbell,  seconded 
by  Comrade  F.  V.  Longstaff,  and  with 
its  preamble,  reads  In  full,  as  fol- 
lows: 

"From  reports  In  the  newspapers, 
and  In  Hansard,  it  is  evident/  an  un-

Confirmation  of  the  brief  svntiounVo- 
ment  made  In  The  News  yesterday  •"»' 
the  new  allver  strike  In  the  Muyo 
district  and  of  the  people  of  Mayo 
Ktumpedius  for  the  place  was  re- 
ceived in  letters  brought  in  the  mall 
by  the  Hazel  B.  The  crew  of  the 
Hasel  B.  reports  practically  all  the 
people  of  Mayo  and  vicinity  had 
dropped  everything  quickly.  and 
joined  the  stampede.  The  men  work- 
ing- on  the  MidcUecoff  hydraulic  plant 
were  among  tho  stampodera,  and 
some  estimated  that  fully  Iwt  had 
gone  to  stake.  The  new  strike  wa» 
made  by  Bob  McNeill  in  a  box  can- 
yon at  the  head  of  Lightning  creek. 
The  place  of  the  find  is  on  the  slope 
of  Mount  Hinton,  one*  of  the  highest 
*»levations  of  tho  district,  and  opposite 
Keno  Hill.  The  two  so-called  hills 
practically  arc  mountain  ridges,  above* 
timber  line.  The  now  strike  is  about 
five  miles  from  Keno  Hill  discovery, 
say  old-timers,  and  on  the  extension 
of  Keno  Hill.  In  other  words.  Kr-no 
Hill  is  on  one  side  of  Lightning  creek, 
and  Mount  Hinton   on   the  other. 

Letters  received  also  toll  of  .  the 
Yukon  Gold  having  found  a  rich  new 
silver-lead  on  Keno, Hill  near  whore 
they  have  been  working.  They  start- 
ed to  sink  or  clear  the  surface  to  run 
a  ehaft.  it  is  understood,  and  ran  into 
4h4»  rich  Ma  and  found  It  ho  good 
they  are  sacking  and  saving  it,  and 
already  have  cleared  a  strip  five  by 
200  feet.  Dr.  O.  M.  Faulkner  has  a 
letter  from  James  McDonald,  old-time 
Yukoner,  confirming  the  news  of  the 
strike,  and  saying  he  was  among  the 
early  stakers  on   Mt.  Hinton. 

Major  McKim  also  has  received  * 
letter,  written  at  Mayo  June  22,  and 
giving  practically  the  same  news. 
The  letter  to  the  major  is  from  an 
old-time  hard-working  prospector, 
and  says: 

"I've  beojn  up  Keno  prospecting.  I 
located  three  claims  and  hope  to  pros- 
pect for  the  rest  of  the  Summer. 

"I  got  in  on  the  new  staknpede.  It 
is  located  near  head  of  Lightning 
Creek  and  shows  gold  and  galena. 
Everyone  is  away  stampeding.  Mld- 
dlecoff  hydraulics  are  about  closed 
and  tho  men  are  staking.  I'm  located 
at  the  little  cabin  at  the  mouth  of 
Hope  pup,  on  Lightning.  I  guess  you 
know  it  well. 

"They  are  opening  up  the  biggest 
thing  yet  on  Keno  Hill,  taking  the 
ore  out  of  the  mud.  five  feet  wide, 
and  got  It  stripped  over  200  feet  in 
length  two  days  ago.  It  runs  1,000 
to  2,000  ounces  to  the  ton,  and  they 
take  It  down  to  the  frost  about  one 
foot  deep  and  there  must  be  a  big 
lead  under. 

"Words  cannot  express  the  big 
thing  we  got  at  Mayo.  1  believe  it  Is 
going  to  astonish  \  the  world.  Every- 
one who  sees  It  says  tho  same.  Th«; 
worst  drawback  at  present  is  too 
many  stakers  and  too  few  prospect- 
ors.— DawsoR  News.

Here  by  Maquinna 

Steamer  Arrives  From  the  West  Coast  With  All 
Her  Accommodation  Taken— Reports 
Little  Fishing  Has  Taken  Place  9 
for  Over  Month  Past

Loaded  down  to  capacity  with 
(freight  and  passengers,  the  steamer 
Princess  Maquinna  reached  port  from 
the  West  Coast  late  on  Wednesday 
night.  A  large  shipment  of  pulp  from 
the  Port  Alloa  mill  formed  the  major 
part  of  her  cargo,  while  spmo  canned 
flsh  also  camo  down.  The  vessel's 
stateroom  accommodation  was  all 
taken  up  before  she  picked  up  the 
last  of  her  passengers  on  the  trip 
dawn.  Big  lists  are  marking  her  pas- 
«agek  both  north  and  south  this  Bum- 
mer, and  It  is  Impossible  to  book  a 
few  days  before  sailing  data. 

Mainland  business  men  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  Maquinna  to  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  West 
(•Coast  of  Vancouver  Island,  where 
(they  do  a  good  deal  of  business.  It 
»la  said  they  art  more  active  in  this 
i  regard  than  the  heads  of  local  whole - 
laale  houses.  On  her  last  trip  the 
[Maquinna  carried  quite  a  number  of 

^Vancouver  business  heads. 
• 
Reports  brought  south  by  ths  Ma- 
Mulnna  state  that  ltttio  fish  has  been 
caught  since  June     4     owing  to  bad 
weather     prevailing.     Trolling     boats 
'have  been  prevented  from  getting  out 
to  the  outer     banks     thirty  or  forty 
miles  off  the  coast.    A  limited  quan- 
tity of  pilchards  are  being  caught  at 
rClayoquot  and  put  up  by  the  Clayo- 
rqeot  Cannery.     The;  Nootka  Cannery 
was  putting  up  some  obtained  from 
Clayoquot,  but  has  now  ceased  to  can 
this  fish.     Although  the  seine  fishing 
opened  at  the  first  of  the  month,  only

■a  vty  few  boats  are  yet  operating  off 
the  coast.     As  seine  web  has  doubled 
i  In  price  since  last  Fall  and  other  costs 
have  also  gone  up.  It  Is  not  expected 
that  many  boats  will  be  out  this  sea- 
son.    The  seine  heals  had  an  unsuc- 
cessful season  last  year.    The  Lumml 
Bay  Canning  Company   had    quite   a 
number  of  seine  boats  out  -  last  year, 
, working  In  conjunction  with  its  Nltt- 
nat  Cannery.     This  year  the  Govern- 
ment   refused    to    allow    this    concern 
/to    take    fish    from    Nitlnat .  Lake,    so 
•  the  cannery  did  not  open.     Only  the 
Clayoquot    Cannery    and    the    Goose 
Millard  plant  at  San  Mateo  are  open 
(this  year.  The  Port  Renfrew.  Jtfltinat, 
Xlldonan  and  Quatslno  Canneries  are 
•closed. 


80  scarce  are  pilchards  this  year 
that  the  halibut  boats  on  the  coast 
are  unable  to  procure  them  for  bait 
and  are  using  trosen  herring  from 
Kildonan  Instead. 

Owing  to  the  low  state  of  the 
market  for  cheap  grades  of  flsh,  the 
Fall  season  Is  expected  to  be  very 
slack. 

The  salmon  have  not  yet  been  seen 
In  large  numbers  off  the  east  coast. 
,in  the  vicinity  of  Nanalmo.  8ome 
trailers  have  reported  success  In  the 
Comox  and  Quathiaskl  districts,  and 
fair  catches  of  springs  and  blue  backs 
have  been  made.  The  springs  are 
now  running  fairly  well  in  the  Alert 
Bay  district  and  In  Knights  inlet. 

In  the  Pender  Harbor  district  the* 
flshekmen  have  met  with  little  suc- 
cess, and  In  the  Naas  the  catch  by 
the  gill  nets  has  been  small,  owing  to 
the  late  season  and  unfavorable 
weather  conditions.  The  run  of  spring, 
salmon  has  fallen  off  considerably  In 
that  locality  lately.  In  the  Skeena 
the  run  of  springs  Is  being  main- 
tained, especially  in  the  river,  al- 
though outside,  off  the  river  mouth 
the  same  success  is  not  reported. 
Stormy  Weather  has  also  prevailed  of 
late  there. 

The  northern  fishermen  complain 
of  a  shortage  of  gasoline,  and  a  num- 
ber have  been  unable  to  use  their 
boats  for  that  reason.  By  the  end  of 
June  the  canners  had  put  down  a 
larger  pack  on  the  Skeena  River  than 
that  at  the  corresponding  date  of  last 
year. 


Off  Goose  Islands  the  run  of 
springs  has  diminished.  In  the  Bella 
Coola  district  the  flsh  were  still  run- 
ning well,  and  the  fishermen  were 
making  good  money.  In  Rivers  Inlet 
and  in  Smiths  Inlet  conditions  were 
reported  as  satisfactory.  Average 
catches  were  reported  by  the  trollers 
for  spring  salmon  off  the  west  coast 
of  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands. 

Mr.  J:  L.  Beckwlth,  prominent  Vic- 
toria business  man,  returned  on  the 
Maquinna  after  visiting  his  cannery 
at  Clayoquot.  He  brought  back  with 
him  a  big  sample  of  copper  ore  from 
Kennedy  Lake,  where  prospectors  are 
doing  development  work.  Mr.  Beck- 
wlth states  that  the  properties  promise 
great  possibilities. 


CONCRETE  SHIPS 

{British    Shipbuilders    Unanimous    In 

Belief  No  Commercial  Future 

to  Method 


The  British  shipbuilders  who  went 
in  for  ferro-concrete  work  have,  prac- 
tically without  exception,  announced 
that  they  consider  ■  that  there  is  no 
commercial  future  of  that  system  of 
construction;  but  other  countries  who 
are  not  as  fortunately  placed  as  we 
are  In  the  matter  of  materials  and 
labor  are  not  disposed  to  abandon

Vessel    Goes    South    Under    Flag     of 

Panama — Owner  Would  Have 

Her  British 

VANCOUVER,  July  S. — Motorship 
Alejendro,  formerly  the  steamer 
Comox,  sailed  on  Monday  for  San 
Francisco,  Lower  California  and 
Mexico,  under  the  flag  of  Panama. 
It  was  the  desire  of  the  owner.  Cap- 
tain Alexander  Woodslde,  to  have  her 
under  British  registry,  but  owing  to  a 
difference  of  opinion  with  the  De- 
partment of  Marine  this  was  not  im- 
mediately possible  and  she  was  tem- 
porarily registered  under  the  Central . 
American  flag.  Quick  work  was  done 
by  Mrs.  L.  B.  MacDonald,  the  broker, ' 
who  sold  the  ship  to  Captain  Wood- 
side,  In  obtaining  the  new  registry. 
Only  two  days  elapsed  from  the  time 
the  Department  refused  British  reg- 
istry before  the  flag  of  Panama  was. 
hoisted. 

Captain  Woodslde,  who  is  a  British 
master,  is  anxious  that  his  ship  should 
carry  the  flag  of  Britain  and  expects 
that  only  a  few  weeks  will  elapse  be- 
fore this  is  possible.  The  captain  has 
not  been  too  well  pleased  with  the  de- 
lays he  has-  experienced  in  getting 
the  ship  ready  for  service.  He  was 
put  to  the  expense  of  an  additional 
hundred  dollars  per  day  for  a  period 
of  Ave  weeks,  during  which  time  he 
was  forced  to  maintain  his  ship's 
crew  in  Vancouver. 

The  Alejendro,  ready  for  sea.  cost 
Captain  Woodslde  approximately  $70,- 
000.  He  spent  a  total  of  1100.900  in. 
Vancouver.  He  loaded  her  with  ISO,- 
000  worth  of  freight  bought  here. 
The  ship  sailed  In  command  of  Cap- 
tain J.  Carter.  Captain  Woodslde  has 
left  for  New  York  and  England  and 
on  his  return  will  place  orders  at 
some  Pacific  shipyard  for  three  00- 
feet  steel  steamers.  If  he  can  get  a 
satisfactory  figure  from  a  British  Co- 
lumbia yard  he  will  place  the  order  in 
this  Province.

VANCOUVER.  July  I.— According 
to  plane  which  became  known  in 
Vancouver  today,  it  is  understood 
that  within  the  next  six  months  the 
Canadlnn  Government  merchant  mar-
